2a (UNCLASSIFIED) The Chairman convened the fourth meeting at iOOu 
hours, 6 December, The minute* of the second and third meetings were 
approved without additions or emendations, 

3 (CONFIDENTIAL) The Chairman told the conferees that G~2, USAREUK, 
had Informed OACS1 that instructions had been sent to all field collection 
units directing them to reproduce all "TRASH" sc* that in the future copies 
of this material would be provided to OACSI regularly. The Chairman also 
stated that it had been determined that field representatives of at least 
one agency had been sending material directly to their agency in Washington., 
and an attempt would be made to get a list of the items thus transmitted. 


lii- (UNCLASSIFIED) The Chairman stated that examination of the dis~ 
tributlon of the various Foreign Documents Division reports disclosed that 
distribution varied with each report. As a result, some of the Technical 
Cervioes were not receiving reports which contained information of value 
to them. The nature of these reports clearly indicates that they should 
have a standard distribution, and the Chairman therefore proposed that 
each agency indicate the number of copies desired regularly. As FDD plans 
to publish a complete list of its reports (similar in scope to Foreign 
Documents Division Reference Aid No. 36, subjects Foreign Publications 
Exploitation Review, dated April 1955) i» January 1957, it was decided 
that the Chairman should transmit this list by DF together with a request 
for the number of copies of each report desired. Each agency will be 
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encouraged to give the widest possible distribution to the list bo that all 
interested elements of the agency will bo apprised of the availability and 
scope of the many FDD reports* A total of 26 copies of the FDD list were 
requested by the agency representatives present* 

5« (UNCLASSIFIED) The Chairman was questioned concerning the status 
of the requirements provided by the Technical Services in response to DF» 
file ACSI-CDGI, subject* Foreign Publication Exploitation, dated 19 January 
1956* He stated that the requirements had been served upon FDD through the 
I AC Subcommittee on Exploitation of Foreign Language Publications (SEFLP) 
and they were being used by FDD as a guide for exploitation. Due to man* 
power limitations# however, some of the requirements could not be fulfilled 
at the present time, but an attempt would be made to meet them in the 
future. The requirements which could not be fulfilled were listed in 
general terms in TAB "B" to the Report to the Advisory Committee on Foreign 
Language Publications by the SEFLP (see paragraph I 4 , of the Minutes of the 
First Publication Procurement and Exploitation Conference, dated 2JLj. Septem- 
ber 1956» )

6 - (CONFIDENTIAL) Mechanical Translator . The Chairman discussed 
the status of the development of a mechanical translator. He stated that 
the U.S.S.R. already has the capability to translate by mechanical moans, 
and their translator has been demonstrated to U.S. personnel. The mechan- 
ical translator which has been under development for several years by 
Georgetown University and IBM hat; now readied the stage where, by January 
1957* it will be possible to translate continuous texts from chemical 
literature. The Chairman concluded thq.t it ia now only a matter of time 
before not only Russian, but also other languages, oan be translated by 


mechanical means »

memorandum which had been received by QA0RI concerning the imminent 
availability of a new edition of the publication, "Pre liminary Glossary of 
Soviet Terminology," which was originally published by 

££££■£^^££££^1 CIA, 1 September 1959. This glossary is a collection 
oI^rovincTal^^oTToquiai and recently developed Soviet term® and expressions# 
which supplements currently available dictionaries. The Chairman requested 
that the conferees Inform him, by 10 December 1956, concerning the number 
of copies desired by their agencies.

Far East . The MadC representative, referring to the Minutes of”* the 79th 
Mooting of the SEFLP „ dated 9 Sovember 1956, requested that FDD be asked to 
place more emphasis on North Viet Nam and North Korea. The Chairman etoted 
that thin request would be passed along to FDD, but he believed, the problem 
was one of lack of exploitable tat terlal rather than lack of emphasi a , 
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10* (UJCLA3SIFIED) There followed a discission of the distribution 
of Soviet military .journals* The Chairman stated that the Soviet authori- 
ties had permitted the Army Attache, Moscow, to place only one subscrip- 
tion for the available military publications for 1$£6, although two (2) 
oi eacii had boon requested* Five (5) subscriptions to each had been re- 
quested for 1957.* but the Chairman considered it doubtful that more than 
one could be obtained* The MedC representative then pointed out that her 
agency had only obtained copins of the Soviet "Military Medical Journal " 
which was being obtained by the Air Attache on an exchange v asis, after* 

/ shout six months. The Chairman replied that he was aware of 

this problem, and would see if something could be done to expedite repro- 
duction and distribution of copies of the periodical*

txon of Scientific and Technical Publications, dated 30 November 1956*) 

The Chairman informed the conferees that during the 30 November 1956 
meeting of the SEFLP, a number of proposals were raised concerning changes 
in trie FDD exploitation program, and especially in the format of FDD 
Summary, "Scientific Information Report.’' He expressed the belief that 
at least some of these proposals would be in accord with objections 
raised by the Technical Services. The Chairman then distributed copies 
of s. paper summarising the proposals. He also distil buted copies of a 
study prepared by FDD tfcich listed the Soviet scientific and technical 
periodical publications currently available or known to be published, 

Ihis list includes a total of 395 newspapers and Journals, most of which 
are being, abstracted selectively by FBI). 


3.2 „ (CONFIDENTIAL) In connection with the D/F referred to in 
paragraph 11, the Technical Services had not had sufficient time to pre- 
pare replies, but several points were raised. Concerning the relative 
merits of selective abstracting vis-a-vis covor-to-cover abstracting, 
tne SigC representative suggest d that a limited number of journals * 
night be abstracted on a cover -to -cover basis. The Chairman agreed that 
inis ^ war probably possible, but the natter of selection would be extremely 
difficult, as each IAC agency would be limited to a very few titles. 
Representatives of several agencies indicated an interest in increased 
coverage of non -Sino -Soviet Hoc periodicals, especially for information 
pertaining to S & T developments within the Bloc.

. or tlie comments of the conferees on this agendaTten which had been pro- 
posed by personnel in OCE/AHS. During the discussion which ensued, it 
was emphasised that the most important information desired in the report 
was the repository or repositories for each publication. The conferees 
also agreed that the report should be limited to publications received 
by D/A agencies in the Washington area. Upon request of the conferees 
The Chairman agreed to recommend to the IAC Subcommittee on Procurement 
of Foreign Language Publications that similar reports be prepared by 
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otter IAC agencies. Concerning the proposed D/A report, the following 
recommendations were made and agreed upon: 

a. OACSI will prepare a D/F requesting; that each of the Tech- 
nical Services (and possibly other agencies in D/A) prepare & list of 
periodicals received. The Tl/F will include instructions concerning 
format, content,, and other pertinent details,. A sample page will bo 

included. 

b, ; , The deadline for preparation of the report will be 
1 April 1957. 

<s„ The report will be prepared semiannually or at least 

annually. 

dr Each agency will prepare and type on legal-sized stencil 
its own list. These separate lists will be attached to an OACSI list 
which will include a master index and necessary explanatory notes, 

OACSI will reproduce and disseminate the complete list,, 

e. The report will be limited to Berial publications issued 
semiannual ly or more frequently. No newspapers will be included, 

f„ For languages ttfhich do not use -the Roman Alphabet, the 
standard transliterations included in H r 50-150-1, subject: Transliter- 
ation Handbook, dated January 1951:, or a revision thereto will be used.

Hi. (CONFIDENTIAL) Evaluat ion of Library of Congress Exchange of 
Pub lications with the Lenin sTate library ' of' " the U,S.S,R, The^Kai'man 
stated’ that OsF*was interested f in d’eterraininr: whether the present ex- 
charge of publications between L/C and the Lenin Library was of value 
to D/A, As the publications received through this exchange are listed 
in the "Monthly List of Russian Accessions" (MLRfl), which is prepared 
by the L/C, the Chairman requested that each Technical Service indicate 
whether they had found the MLRA of value and e socially whether the MIRA 
included unique items vhich were not received from other sources. Repre- 
sentatives of' each agency indicated that the MLRA did include unique 
items, and each considered it to be of considerable value. Representa- 
tives of TC and OtS. pointed out that the L/C Processing Department pre- 
pared a special accession list, "Transportation in the U.S.S.R,® which 
was of uarfcicular value to them. The representative of CTSG stated 
that L/C did not emphasise exchange of medical publications, as these 
exchanges wars normally effected by the National library of Medicine . 
Personnel in the latter library., however, considered that the L/G er- 
dian.grr had definitely assisted tisan in establishing their medical 
jxchanges, Several of the agencies indicated an interest in having the 
i/C prepare specialised accession lists with In their fields of Interest
